He was found unconscious from drink 
in the basement of a saloon at 308 Mis- 
sour! aventie, Hast St. Louis, early Fn- 
day morning and died in an ambulance 
on the way to the hospital. 

In his pocket was found a _ postai 
card addressed to Thomas Rudd, 34 
Madison street, Chicago. On it was 
written ‘““‘Yours of the Fourth received.” 

Rudd is treasurer of the'Graves Jew- 
elry Co. Inquiry 
that for three years the brother of the 
dead man had been having a dollar a 
day sent to him to provide for his needs, 
after all efforts to reclaim him from the 
drink habit had failed. 

Tried to Save Him. 

“T spent several years trying to save 
him,’ said Mr. Graves. “I was forced 
at last to give it up. However. I ‘could 
not let him starve, and for the past 
20 vears he has received $1 a day. Since 
his twentieth year he has been in the 
cluteh of drink, and every remedy on 
earth failed to save him.’’ 

It appears that a condition of the 
allowance of $1 a day was that the man 
should remain away from Chicago. He 
has a wife, son nd daughter there, but 
to them he has long been as one dead. 

Jraves spent much of his time with 
section hands, was in saloons almost 
continuously and spent practically all of 
his money there. At times he braced 
up and kept himself shaved and in fresh 
linen, but most of the time he was un- 
mindful of these things. 

Was Formerly Partner. 

Mr. Rudd arrived in East St. Louis 
Saturday to look after the interment of 
He said that Graves was form- 
a partner in the Graves Jewelry 
His intemperance was such that 
usefulness was destroyed. Three 
was given a “cure” but each 
soon lapsed into his former 
Three years ago it became nec- 
essary to buy out his interest. It was 
then that the income was settled on 
him. Since that he had been a wand- 
erer. 

The inquest held Saturday resulted in 
a verdict of death from alcolholism.

DASH 1S FATAL 
0 MAN IN CAB 


Engineer Accidentally Lets 
Steam Escape While in a 
Fog Collision. 


FALLS ON FLOOR HURT 


Locomotive Qut of Control 
Dashes Back From Wreck 
Until Checked.

Scalded by steam in his cab, Engineer 
James Lett took his last ride Friday 
night in a locomotive running wild af- 
ter collision in a fog in the Terminal 
railway yards, East St. Louis. 

Bearing the tortured body of the help- 
less engineer, the big engine, fire leap- 
ing from the stack and steam leaking 
from every joint, looked like a demon to 
switchmen who signalled her to stop. 

Only when the quivering mass of 
steel had climbed a switching ‘‘hump” 
eight feet higher than the main track 
and dashed down the opposite incline 
into a string of box cars, was her stam- 
pede ended. 

Lett, who died at dawn Saturday, was 
the victim of his own caution. A second 
before the crash in the fog, he re- 
versed the steam lever with a violent 
wrench which broke a vaive, flooding 
every compartment with steam. 

Mogul No. 71 was nosing a wreck car 
through the fog bank early Friday 
evening, towards East St. Louis. Tramp 
engine No. 10 was feeling her way 
north to the round house on the same 
track. 

Two Meet on Track. 

They met on a high embankment near 
St. Louis avenue. Pilot C. H. Williams, 
208 North Seventh street, riding on the 
front of the wrecking car, saw the 
tramp loom out of the fog only fifty 
feet away. She was backing into him. 

Giving the signal to stop, Williams 
jumped over the bank. He was fol- 
lbwed by Frank Kratzmeyer, D. H. Voll- 
mer and James O’Conneil. As they 
leaped, the wreck car splintered in the 
shock, buried them with debris. 

Reverses the Lever. 

Lett, with hand on the lever, looking 
over the tender of his backing engine, | 
caught a flash of something through the 
fog and reversed the lever. Fireman V. 
H. Shoeman jumped from the engine a 
second before the codllision. 

Lett was hurled by the impact to 
the floor of his cab, already filled with 
steam coming from the furnace. His hip 
was dislocated in the fall, preventing 
him from escap®ig. 

Obedient to the impulse of the re- 
verse, the engine ran out of the wreck- 
age and under full head of power be- 
gan the rampage which was to pre- 
vent the engineer from obtaining assist- 
ance until his body had been parboiled. 

Ignorant that no engineer was at his 
post, gatemen at street crossings swung 
their lanterns, in warning to stop, then 
zazea open-mouthed and wide-eyed, af- 
ter the ghostly demon, enveloped in 
clouds of vapor. 

No. 105 made the half mile of her 
mad race over a clear track. Yardmen 
gasped with horror when they saw no 
slackening of speed as her pilot arose 
cn the switching “humr” clear the 
angular back without leaving the rails, 
and settle down as she struck the in- 
cline. 

Hits Box Car. 

Striking a string of box cars in the 
way, she tore through four of them be- 
fore giving a dying snort, as the steam 
was exhausted. Running to the lIoco- 
motive, the yardmen found the scalded 
engineer, lying senseless in the cab. He 
was hurried to St. Mary’s. Hospital. 
There he revived before his wife and 
daughter arrived from their home, 715 
St. Louis avenue. 

With the promise of hope for his 
recovery, they left the hospital. To- 
wards break of day, he began to sink 
rapidly. When his family arrived at 
the hospital for the second time he 
was dead, 

Ten Made Leap. 

The 10 men who leaped from the 
car immediately before the collision 
were dug out of the wreckage at the 
bottom of the embankment by a corps 
of ambulance drivers who reached the 
spot a few minutes afterward. 

Kratzmeyer, Vollmer and O’Connell 
were sent to St. Mary’s Hospital, vic- 
tims of cuts and bruises about the heads 
and thighs. The others escaped injury. 

Lett’s body is at the Degan & Dus- 
sard morgue, East St. Louis, where an 
inquest will be held Saturday evening.

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POLICY PLAYING AS AN AVOCATION. 
We will not accuse the Circuit Attorney’s of- 
fice of ignorance in the law, but we will question 
its knowledge of lexicography. 





ecute policy dealers provides penalties for persons 
who establish any such game “as a business or 
avocation.” 

Our learned Circuit Attorney and his assistants 
hold that under this provision no policy man can 
be convicted unless it can be shown that policy 
is his only avocation or business. Evidently the 
word avocation is the stumbling block, and yet 
in its proper use it describes exactly the situation 
which the legal luminaries are balking at. 

Webster’s reputation as a philologist is almost 
good enough to base a prosecution upon, and he 
gives the first definition of avocation as a diver- 
sion, and the second as “that which calls one 
away from one’s regular employment or voca- 
tion.” The word vocation is defined as a call to 
a particular state, business or profession. Both 
of these are in the singular. In the plural the 
words are properly enough used as Synonyms. 

The men whom the Circuit Attorney’s office re- 
fuses to prosecute are believed to be following 
the policy game as an avocation—that is, as a 
side line—and the law covers their cases precisely. 

All lawyers should have a good dictionary as 
well as a copy of the revised statutes.

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PROMPT POLICE AID TO THE INJURED. 

A case of injury on the streets is one primarily 
for the police, whose duty is plain to summon the 
nearest ambulance and see that the victim is con- 
veyed to a hospital. Chief Creecy thus defines it. 
He should add that the nearest hospital should be 
the one chosen. 

While the prompt aid of a street railway com- 
pany is always proper in the case of an injured 
passenger, nevertheless there should be no wait- 
ing for the company to act. Nor should there be 
any deference to the company’s wishes or conven- 
ience in the choice of hospitals. Prompt aid to 
a passenger, it is conceivable, might be fol- 
lowed by a too prompt settlement of damage 
claims where a company has easy or exclusive ac- 
cess to the injured. 

In Miss Snyder’s case the patrolman seems to 
have done nothing towards securing medical at- 
tention, but to have waited for the United Rail- 
ways’ surgeon, while she lay helpless in a drug 
store for many minutes.

It consists of a \enzthy cataloguing of the 
offices he occupied, ~_\* no more regard to form 
than an offidal «ccrd or a paragraph out of 
‘Who's Who,” and concludes with the statement 
that he “died in Buffalo, Sept. 14, 1901, victim of 
a treacherous assassin, who shot the President as 
he was extending to him the hand of courtesy,” 
phrases which seem to reek of inferior fiction, if 
they do not hint of a legal indictment. 

The bare name, “William McKinley,” would 
have been more impressive and in better taste. 
Indeed, there is nothing more eloquent upon the 
monument of a man universally known than his 
name. It suggests the only true epitaph, and the 
man who is sufficiently great to deserve a monu- 
ment requires no more.

It might profitably reconsider the McKin- 
ley epitaph, and if the inscription cannot be re- 
written by an imitator of Dr. Johnson perhaps it 
may be effaced in all but the essential part.

himself open to the possibility of suspicion. A real 
estate promoter holding a secret option in favor of 
himeelf on the ground he hopes will be selected could 
not exhibit more enterprising keenness in the mat- 
ter than some of the members of the House display 
in favor of a particular site. Suspicion does not by 
any means necessarily follow such action, but the 
St. Louis public, educated to shrewdness, is prome to 
ecrutirize with more or less skepticism a course of 
conduct by ward representatives which is plainly op- 
posed to public Interest. In any event, when dilatory 
tactics are employed for delay that js obviously fa- 
yorable to the monopoly opposing i@e~free bridge the 
public is entitled to ask—Why?
